5. Charter teaches a perform comprising a liquid binder material coated onto a 
fibrous carrier strand and a molded composite article formed therefrom. The fibrous 
carrier can be a chopped roving, wherein the chopped segments have a length within 
the range contemplated by applicants in claims 28 and 31 . In addition, the matrix

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material can be a resin of the sort set forth by applicants in claims 24-25. Regarding 
claims 17-18, 22, 26 and 29, these claims are product-by-process claims, wherein 
patentability resides solely in the product, in the absence of clear factual evidence to the 
contrary of unexpected or superior properties directly related to the process.
